GRAVE ALLEGATION BEFORE SENATE 
FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


A POLITICAL SCANDAL of the first rank 

appears to be brewing in Washington as 
the result of serious allegations before the 
Senate Finance Committee regarding the 
inner history of a recent loan to the Govern- 
ment of Colombia with which is coupled an 
important oil concession to an American 
concern in which Mr. Andrew Mellon has 
considerable interest. 


The charges are the culmination of a bitter 
campaign against the head of the United States 
Treasury Department, one of America’s wealthiest men. 
The increasing intensity of the attack was first brought 
to public attention a few days ago when a resolution 
was introduced into the Senate demanding the 
impeachment of Mr. Mellon. 


The State Department is also vitally concerned in 
the “seandal.” Following the revelation, cited by 
Senator Glass that the Bolivian Loan, now in default, 
was approved by the State Department over the objec- 
tions of the Department of Commeree, it is now alleged 
that the concession to the Mellon oil company in Colum- 
bia was obtained as a resalt of the State Department's 
interest in pushing the Government loan through. °

If the threats are removed and 
sympathy and co-operntion substi- 
tuted, the British Government will 
not be slow to respond to the new 
spirit. 

Commitiee’s Depurture. 


The Prime Minister, Mr. Bald- 
win, aud many other members of 
the Cabinet were among the large 
number of well-wishers present at 
Victoria to-day, at the departure 
of the members of the three com- 
mittees who are proceeding to In- 
dia to continue work in connexion 
with the proposed new Indian Con- 
atitution, ; 

During the press interview to- 
day, Sir Samuel Hoare suid it 
might be thought incongruous that 
these committees were being sent 
to begin a new chapter of co-opera- 
tion ata time when severe adminis- 
trative measures were being  en- 
foreed in Indin. But without law 
and order there could be vo con- 
stitutional advance. 


Drastic Steps. 


Faced with the situation that 
had arisen, the. Government had 
taken the only possible action and 
took it drastically. By so doing, 
he believed, the time those emer- 
gency operations would remain in 
existence would be shorter than if 
they had acted in gradual stages. 

So far the result had been suc- 
cessful, In the North-West Fron- 
tier Province, for instance, law and 
order was being maintained on the 
whole remarkably well, and many 
who had joined the Red Shirt 
movement had now given up Red 
Shirts and admitted the movement 
was a mistake. 

In the United Provinces, where 
attempts had been made to start 
an Agrarian revolution, with a no- 
tent programme, rents were coming 
in better than for many months.

Shanghai, Jan. 15. 
Callous brutality and mer-| 
ciless violence marked a suc- 
cessful piratical coup carried 
out aboard the Chinese coas- 
tal steamer, Pao Foong, on 
Wednesday night. 


The outrage occurred two 
hours after the vessel had left 
Shanghai for Heimun, scarcely 
out of sight of Woosung, .and 
the sea-robbers made a rich haul 
from ubout four hundred deck 
passengers who were returning 
to the country. : 


One of the pnssengers was 
shot dead-——he attempted. to give 
the alarm. Four were wounded, 
with knives or pistol shots, and 


'Itwo of them are in a serious condi- 


tion. ‘ 
Cout of a Protest. 


When the ship returned to 
Woosung yesterday afternoon, it 
wax discovered that one of tho 
wounded passengers, who had 
been severely slashed with knives, 
for venturing a protest when his 
belongings were added to the . 
general ‘loot, was suforing from 
advanced smallpox. 

All aboard, officers, crew and, 
passengers had to be vaccinated 
before they were allowed .to 40 
ashore, 


Denth Shot Signnl. 


The man killed shouted a warn- 
ing to the, bridge when the 
pirates, said to have been about ~ 
thirty in number, ruffians of the 
worst tpye, were taking up posi- 
tions for'rushing the officers. 


The whot which drilled him 
through the head was tho signal for 
the attack and within a few 
moments, the gang was in complete 
control of the situation. 


For the next eighteen hours, 
they ordered the Chinese skipper. 
to keep the vessel on her course, 
while a warty proceeded to ran-

PURSUED BY 500 MEN AND 
AEROPLANES. 


(WOMAN AS HOSTAGE. 


New York, Dec. 11, 

Six conviels, all servings long 
terms for crimes of violence, escap- 
ed from Leaven-worth penitentiary 
this morning, kidnapping the war- 
den, Mr. T. UB. White. For more 
than five hours they spread: terror 
through the stirrounding country- 
side fn an attempt to shake off 
pursuit. 

Carrying dynamite as well as pis- 
tols they forced their way into the 
warden’s offiee where they herded

The international fight ayainst 
iMeit drug traMeking and the cla- 
borate methods of the trafiickers 
were described in a lecture to the 
Pharmaccutical Society by Mr. M. 
D. Perrins, administrative officer, 
at the Home Office, of the Danger- 
ous Drugs Act, 


At the present time, he siiid, the 
principal markets for amuggling 
drugs were the United States, 
China, Egypt, India, the South 
American Republics, and to a lessor 
extent Canada. No important 
clandestine factories were known to 
exist, and the large quantity of 
drugs finding thelr way into the 
itHcit trnMc came from one or other 
‘of the known factorica. 


“Only 19382 models available, old 
stock sold out," That waa actually 
n fact when the 1932 motor “sea- 
son” sturted on October 1, 

The figures to prove this satis- 
factory state of affairs ure con- 
tained in an. official statement, 
just issued by the Society of Motor 
Manufacturera and Tradara, of the 
number of vehicles registered, ex- 
ported, imported, and produced in 
Great Britain for the year ended! 
September 30. That date consti- 
tuted the end of the automobile 
year, both in technienl dating of 
the cars which are produced ani 
the statistics of this oficial body 
representing all Interests of the 
motor trade. 

The production of the British 
motor industry for 1931 amounted 
to 226,307 vehjclea, as compared 
with 236,528 during the previous 
year. This {s,a decrense only of 
4.3 per cent, in one of the worat, 
if not the worst, year of trading 
which has occurred since © the 
motor industry was established in 
England in 1894. 

It is a wonderful testimony to 
British industry, as in other ecoun- 
tries production of motor vehicles 
has fallen four to six times that 
percentage, 

Small but Notable. 

Of these quarter of 4 million 
motor vehicles 158,997 were cars 
and 67,310 were goods carricrs, 
omnibuses, and ceaches. Actually 
there were more of these heavy 
motors made this year than in the 
previous twelve months, ns, of 
that year’s total, 169,669 were cars 
and 66,858 heavy vehicles. 

Thus while the cur production 
dropped 6.3 per cent., heavy goods 
curriers and coaches increased by 
7 per cent. a matter of only 452 
vehicles, Ino ordinary years the 
small increase would pass unno-

Large quantities 
can be smuggled in this way, It 
was a very expensive method, in- 
volving the payment of fares over 
enormous distances—an indication 
of the profit to be made out of the 
traffic. 

(5) Concealment of drugs on 
board ship to be smuggled ashore 
by members of the ship's crew.

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OVERCROWDING. 


One of the most striking items 
mentioned in the recent report on 
the census of the Colony was that 
the Praya ‘East Reclamation now 
houses over eight thousand peaple. 
This ia an Mhuminating fact, sveing 
that the figure fa equivalent to the 
population of — many a fair-sized 
provincial town in England. + It 
naturally raises oa query ns _to 
whence all thear people have come. 
Obviously, it is not a case of yrowth 
of population; the explanation 
ix to be found in the fuet that theso 
people have moved, from crowded 
and probably dilapidated houses in 
other parts of the city. There has 
also been a definite transfer of 
population from Hongkong to Kow- 
loon, bul even so, there are 
many districts in the city which are 
terribly overcrowded. Indeed, the 
Census, officer stated in his report 
that in some areas the overcrowding 
has reached saturation point, 

So far as movements of — the 
Population reflect a’ change from 
congested arcas to newer and 
roomier «iatricts, they are ta be 
welcomed. But there is one point 
which to need — stres- 
sing, namely, that these transfers 
will be-of little value from a stand- 
point of public health if they merely 
result in. a perpetuation of. the 
overcrowding evil in other places 
We all know how Chinese living in 
tenement houres soon convert new 
premises into ill-ventilated and 
filthy abodes, covering up window 
spaces and sub-dividing rooms into 
small cubicles. That, we fear, is 
what ia happening already in many 
of the nowly-developed districts.
